SECTION 1. That Article IV., Sec. 17-29. of 
Chapter 17 of the City of Fort Wayne Code of Laws be 
amended as follows: 
Sec. 17-29. Speed limits in public parks. 

A speed limit of twenty-five (25) miles per hour 
shall be declared the prima facie limit upon all streets 
and roads of the city park system; provided, that at or 
near hazardous or congested locations, a speed limit less 

than that specified in this section may be established, 

and traffic speed control devices installed, when deemed 
necessary at the discretion of the department of public 
parks. 

Accordingly, pursuant to Indiana Code 9-21-5-6(e), 
the speed limit on Hartman Road and that section of 
Sherman Boulevard which is located within the boundaries 
of Franke Park shall be reduced to 15 miles per hour and 
signed as such. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in 


full force and effect from and after its passage and any 


and all necessary approval by the Mayor.
